\" There can't be nnytiuarrcl with thntpropo' 
l' altlon. Every seRtnent of American life must 
; ' make fair sacrifice In a time of stress. 

The only question: Ij the excess proflta levy 
the rlRlit way to exact proper sacrlllce from 
'buslne,*;;! and Industry? 

The evidence siigBc^la the caao for It has 
not been proved. As had been pointed out 
before, there arc still some 23,Q0O Individual 
cases unsettled since the lost war. They stvid 
SB testimony to the confusion engendered 
: by this kind of tax. 

Moreover, wltnesiu appearing before con- 
gressional committees this fall have testified 
without contradiction that during World war 
n only one In six corporatlona paid money to 
the government under the excess profits law. 

Hot even the most ardent supporter of such 
a tax contends that It can be applied without 
apeclal provision for young and growing cor- 
porations. But It Is extremely difficult to 
arrive at a formula that will really protect the 
needed earnings of on expanding Infant 
: concern. 

Experience In the post and testimony In 
congress indicate that many executives beat 
, the law simply by spending freely enough to 
Insure there will be no excess profit to tax. 
While a lot of people might label that un- 
patriotic, nobody has yet devised a way to 
cope with It. And everyone admits ItJ! effect 
' Is Inflationary. 

Ho reasonable businessman la proposing 
today that Industry be allowed to escape 
higher taxes when everybody else Is taking It 
on the ehln. What most are recommending la 
a hike In the regular corporate Income taxes 
which now range up to 45 per cent. Backers 
of this plan argue that It will bring the gov- 
ernment ample additional revenue without 
the . cotijiuton. and Inequity attending the 
oxcesa 'nrolltrftTy. ^ 
' But tne odds are against It getting any- 
where In the senate. A profits plan already 
has passed the house overwhelmingly, and It 
.seems Just a question of changing certain 
provisions of that bill. 

The house measure would tax 75 per cent 
of all eamliigs above 85 per cent of the level of 
profits averaged during a company's three 
most profitable years In tho 1040-49 span. 
It assumes in other words, that about 15 per 
cent of earnings In that period represent 
abnormal gains due to the postwar boom. In 
the-future-lt-would-
